What is claimed is: 

1 ) A corrugated nonwoven web comprising a surface having a surface area, 
wherein at least 40 percent of said surirace area is made from fusible fibers, and 
wherein said web is corrugated to prqduce folds and bonded such that no gaps 

s are present between said folds. 

2) The web of claim 1 wherein said wrfb is made from a process selected from the 
group comprising spunbonding, m^ltblowing, airlaying, coforming and bonding 
and carding. 

3) The web of claiprT 1 wherein said i/veb comprises superabsorbent fibers. 
10 4) The web of claim^tff^erein saiq folds are of uniform height. 

5) The web of clainrr^^herein saijEi folds are of non-uniform height. 

6) The web of claim 1 w^rein sj^veb has been corrugated by a method selected 
from the group consisting rif \^rtical Yapping and rotary lapping. 

7) A personal care product comprising the web of clairn>^/i^rein said web is 
is aligned in said product in a transverse direction.

9) The personal care product bf claim^7^ich is a training pant.
